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Fixe DN —s ¥ ER reflects upon the 
a Sarai e¢ Conduct of the Engl Kings, 
“. when they took the Field in Per- 
fon, will eafily perceive that they 
laid down one Maxim, which 
was not to EXPosE themfelves 
bet when their own immediate 
Interefts were in Danger. Our 
Edwards and Henrys, who performed fo many 
gallant Actions, in Perfon, at the Head of their 
Armies, fought in their own Quarrel ; and for their 
own Birth-right againft both Scotland and France : 
The Nation feconded their Courage, which ap- 
peared not to be a kind of an Ague, fometimes 
ghilling cold, and fometimes burning hot ; but a 
#alm fixed Refolution to vindicate the Rights of 
their Crown,-and the Interefts of their People. 
In-fhort,- I fcarcely remember one Inftance of an 
Englifo King taking the Field in Perfon, in a 
Quarrel which did not immediately affect his own 
or his Peopk’s Intereft, but Richard the Iit: And 
how difpleafing “to Providence fuch a Proftitution 
of old Exglifh Honour was, appeared in his being 
taken Psiloner by a Prince of the Houfe of du- 
frria, who fcandaloufly bargained with the Empe- 
rog for-the Cuftody of his Body, while his faithful 
Subjects here in EBagland, after a begging Letter 
from, the royal Captive, were oblig’d to advance 
one fourth Part of their Revenues for that Year ; 
twenty Shilinys dut6i every Kuights bee, all the 
Woo! belonging*to the Abbey of the Ciffernians, 
with-all the Geld and Silver belonging to the re- 
ligious Houfes. Thus, by this immenfe Sum, we 
may pketty nearly guefs at the Value of a royal 
Ranfom. 

Henry the VIIIth did, indeed, go abroad in Per- 
fon, when the Intereft rather of his Allies than of 
his Kingdom required it; but, even in this Cafe, 
it was to recover his paternal Dominions; nor 
would the Englife Nation, even under that impe- 
tuous Governiment, have born with the perfonal 
Ablence of their King, had the Quarrel profci- 
fedly been upon Account of his Allies: Nay, tho’ 
it wos declared that the War was undertaken to re- 
cover the Eng/ifh Dominions in France, yet fome 
Counteliors here, conceiving that to be only a Pre- 
text for humouring the King’s Vanity to be at the 
Head of an Army, did not fcruple, even at the 
Council-Board, to term his going over in Perion 
* a deferting bis Kingdom. 

As to King William’s Campaigns, in Perfon, they 
were very much blamed, becaufe they were gene- 
rally very unfuccefstul ; but they were very excu- 
fible in a Dutch Prince who was at the Head of a 
great Alliance ; and whofe Fortunes, and ‘Titles to 
the Crown of England, as wel! as his private Litate, 
and Dominions as Stadholder, were attacked by the 
French, 

_ In thort, there are certain capital Cafes, when 
itis the Duty of a Prince to expofe himtelf for the 
State: But this Duty becomes lefs preffing, in Pro- 
portion as the Neceflity is lefs evident ; and where 
there is no Neceflity, it becomes Ottentation and 
vain. Glory. When Domitian, in Tacitus, wanted 
tocommand in Gaul, Mucianus \aid it down as a 
‘axim, that a Prince ought to expofe himfelf only 
Bflatus Imperit in Difcrimen verteretur, ** if thc 
“ Well bung of the Government fhould be en- 
* dangered ;” and that the Prince fhould be in fuch 
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* Lod Herbert of Cherbury’s Life of Henry the VIlith. 








Readinefs upon all Occafions, ** as not to expofe 
“© himfelf to Danger upon trifling Occafions, not 
‘© avoid it upon great ones.” Nec parvis Pericul:s 
immixtus, FP majoribus non defuturus, ‘This was 
an Advice tull of Dignity, as well as of Wifdom, 
and will hold equally true upon all Occafions. 

A wife Prince will confider that his own perfonal 
Attendance in ‘Time of War, becomes ineffectual 
when once it is render’d cheap ; Alajeflate falc, lays 
Tacitus, cui majore longuingyo Reverentia, if upon 
every trifling, every foreign Emergency, a Prince's 
Perfon fhould be expos’d, his Example will have 
the lefs Effect when the Danger becomes more iim- 
minent and general. Belides, his Reputation, when 
the military Affairs are managed by Generals, is 
more fafe; and his Dignity more fecure by not 
putting himfelf on a Footing with the Enemy’s 
Commander in Chief, who, perhaps, is a Soldier 
of Fortune, and fights only that he may cat. 

But, if we are to fuppofe that either the public 
Exigences, or the private Paflion which a Prince 
may entertain for military Command, fhouid bring 
him into the Field, it may be worth while to put 
together fome Hints of the Duties which a Wi —h 
in fuch a Situation is bound to, that his Prefence 
may not become a Burthen rather than an Advan- 
tage to his Soldiers. 

In the firft Place, he retrenches all vain and ri- 
diculous Expence. He tru@s to Conduct and Va- 
lour alone to give Luttre to his Perfon, and all his 
Magnificence confifts in warlike Difpofitions. The 
Pomp and Attendance which in ‘Time of Peace is 
neceilary for keeping up the Dignity of Govern- 
nent, is now converted to thofe Preparations which 
are requilite for giving Succefs in War; and Vic- 
tory, not Vanity, ought to be the M——<h’s 
Aun, 

This Frugality, in what regards his own Perfon, 
ought to extend itfelf to his Ofheers under his Com 
mand. He will not make their Services in the 
Field the Ruin of their Fortunes, by obliging them 
to launch out into unneceflary Equipages, and ex- 
travagant Expences, which tend only to encreafe 
Difcontent and Heart-burnings amonyft the Inte- 
riours, and to encourage Juuxury and Vanity a- 
mongft the fuperiour Officers ; to humble the Poor 
tho’ brave, to enhance the Price of Provilions, and 
to. multiply ufelefs Months. 

But, above all, an B——-/ King will fupport 
antl encourage E Jb Virtues: He will not de 
prefs the brave Spirit of a People who value nothing 
equal to their Independency, by humbling them to 
be the Footttools of cowardiy Mercenaries, paid 
and maintain’d by Kf Money: He will not 
fhew odious Diftinétions to thofe who are his Slaves 
in one Character, ia Prejudice to thofe who are his 
Counfellors, nay ought to be his Diredtars in a- 
nother. 

A King who loves Parade and Pomp at the Head 
of an Army, is like a Beau beating Hemp. ‘I here 
is a military Foppery which is as ridiculous as any 
other, and equally inconfifteat with the Character 
of a good Soldier, Vefpafian, one of the belt Ge- 
nerais as well as Statefman of his Pune, had given 
a Commiffion for a Government to a young Fel- 
low, who coming to 4//s bis Hands, by way ot Ac- 
knowledginent, itunk of Perlume. This put the 
imperor beyond all Patience 5 he check’d him fe- 
verely both by Looks and Words Nutu a/pernatus,

Private Letters from Franckfort advife, that 
Prince Charles of Lorrain had forced the Lines 
of Germerfheim, and entirely defeated the French 
and Bavarians ; that the Heflian and Bavarian Ca- 
valry were entirely cut to Pieces; that there were 
2000 French killed, and as many taken Prifoners ; 
and that it was certain Count Seckendorff was a- 
mongft the Wounded, and taken Prifoner, and cur- 
rently reported Marfhal Coigni was amongft the 
Slain; the Auftrians are faid to have taken 176 
Pieces of Cannon, with all their Baggage, and to 
have invefted Landau. 

An Exprefs fail’d for Newfoundland and the other 
Northern Colonies the r1th of April laft; and by 
Letters from St. John’s, Newfoundland, datec. the 
14th of May, though they had no Account of the 
War with France, there was in that Garrifon and 
adjacent Harbours, near 2000 Men, well provided 
with Arms and Ammunition, and could be foon 
aflifted, The French had not then made any At- 
tempts on any Part of the Land, fo that the Re- 
ports via France, "tis hop'd, are without Founda- 
tion,

had General Oglethorpe’s Commiffion to adct as 
fuch upon the Spanifh Invafion of Georgia, to fuc- 
ceed Lieutenant-Colone!l Cook, as Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel to General Oglethorpe’s Regiment of Foot, 

His Majefty has been pleas’d to appoint Chrifto- 
pher Rigby, Efq; to be one of the Comntiffionets 
of the ‘Tax-Office, a Place of 5001. per Annum, 
in the room of ‘Thomas Meddlicot, Efq; who has 
refign’d. 

His Majefty has prefented the Rev. Mr. Theo- 
philus Barbault to the Reétory of St. Vedaft, alias 
Fofter-Lane, in the City of London, with the 
Chapel of St. Michael Quern, in the Deanry of the 
Arches of Canterbury. 

We hear that the Rev. Mr. Thompfon, who re- 
fided for fome time at Paris as Minifter from the 
Court of Great Britain, will have a vacant Bifho- 
prick in Ireland. 

William Thompfon, Efq; Nephew to William 
Thompfon, Efq; a Commiffioner of the Viétual- 
ling-Office, deceas’d, intends to offer himfelf a Can- 
didate for the ‘Town of Scarborough in his room. 

On Saturday Night the Corps of the late Col. 
Long, Colonel of a Regiment of Foot in Flanders, 
was interr’d with great Funeral Pomp in the 
Church of St. Margaret at Weftminiter, from his 
late Dwelling Houle in Craven-ftrect in the 
Strand. 

Monday an Account came that the Duke de 
Chartres, from Cadiz, bound to Buenos Ayres, 
was loft at Rio de Grand, This Ship was very 
rich, and feveral of her Crew were drowned. 

‘The Molly, Stamper, from Philadelphia for Lif- 
bon, is taken by a Spanifh Privateer, and carried 
to Bilboa ; as was at the fame Time a {mall Ship 
call’d the Globe.

Capt Emmet, with feveral Paffengers, 
were carried away in the French Privateer. 

The Winchelfea Privateer, Capt. Gerratt, Con- 
fort with Capt. Cummings, in the Fame, has taken 
in his Cruize on the Coaft of Portugal a Spanith 
Privateer of great Force, which has for fome Time 
pait infefted thofe Parts, and taken feveral Ships ; 
which Privateer the Winchelfea carried into Lif- 
bon,

Chriftian Squire, who was convicted laft 
Saturday of fraudently obtaining Letters of Admi- 
niftration to one Newing, a Mariner, lately be- 
longing tothe Burfotd Man of War, was fin'd a 
Shilling, fentenced to be imprifoned for fix Months, 
and to ftand in the Pillory near the Navy- Office. 

On Friday 7-Might a Perfon with an embroidered 
Waiftcoat was taken, endeavouring to break into 
the Shop of Mr. Hill, aShoemaker, in Pall mall; 
upon Examination before Juftice Frafer he appear’d 
to be the Perfon that robb’d Mr. Pinchbeck, feve- 
ral of his Watches being found upon him; he was 
direétly committed to Tothill-Fields- Bridewell, and 
is fgid to be a German. 

Laft Tuefday Night arriv’d a French Mail, by 
which there isan Account that Furnes is taken, 

The fame Evening an Account came, that Prince 
Charles of Lorrain had forced the Lincs of Lauter- 
berg, and that a confiderable Bedy of French were 
cut to Pieces.
